Mayor Bell Welcomes the Dentists 
of Southern Michigan and 
Northern Indiana. 


IN SESSION AT MIAMI CLUB.

The members of the Southwestern 
Michigan and Northern Indiana dental 
societies began to arrive early this 
morning for the bi-state dental maet- 
ng which holds a two days* session at

The mayor then congratulated the 
dentists that since that time the pro­ 
fession hid become a science and that 
wonderful discoveries and advances 
had been made.

will generally have reaumed. The men 
at Oaceola mine will alao l>e at work to 
day. Meetinga were held yesterday all 
over the diatrict. and In anticipation of 
a general reaumpilon the operatora have 
everything in readineaa for the diggers 
to l>egin at a moment's notice. 


Worn»« Oo •« til* Maivh. 
Plttaburg. Sept. 14.—The women went 
on the march at Plum Creek again yes­ 
terday. led by Rmma Haas, the "Joan 
of Arc" of the strike. The result ia that 
Emma an three other women were ar­ 
rested. nearly every deputy waa more or 
less clubbed and Bamuei De Armit was 
cut In the hand wifh a.knife. The riot 
was the result of a carefully planned 
attempt to prev'ent the men at %vork at 
Plum Creek from entering the mines. 
There were about twenty-flve women 
and about fifty strikers concerned in It. 
The plan was to have the women march 
In front with their liables. with the de­ 
sign of working on the sentiments of the 
men who would be going to work and 
to act as a shield to the rest of the par­ 
ty. The women were to crowd around 
each man aa he attempted to go Into the 
mine, take his dinner bucket.from him, 
and then throw it Into the ditch. 


Emma Hium ll«a«to th» Column. 


About daylight the party started out. 
headed by Emma H aaa Those not hav­ 
ing a baby carried a pick handle or a 
club of aome sort. On the Murraysvllle 
read they encountered a posse of depu­ 
ties and were ordered back to the camp. 
No attention was paid to the order and 
the party tried 
to force their way 
through the line of deputlea. A scufHe 
fcliowed and Emma Haas and three oth­ 
er women who were In the lead were ar­ 
rested. A scene of wild excitement then 
ensued. 
The moment a deputy laid 
hands on a woman he was surrounded 
by others waving clul>s In the air and 
using them on the head of a deputy 
when the opportunity offered. 


Dsputlee Hold Th«ir Prlaoasr«. 
Deputy Walker waa severely clubbed 
and B. C. Do Armit was cut In the hand. 
He says he was atacked by a woman 
with a knife. The deputies finally got 
their prisoners into the company stables, 
and later brought them to this city, 
where they were lodged In the county 
jail. The names of the women arrested 
were: Emma Haas. Mrs. John Kosar. 
Mrs. Frank Haas and Mrs. Eisner. Mrs. 
Kosar and Mrs. Eisner had their babies 
with them. 
After the removal of the 
prisoners from Plum Creek the excite­ 
ment subsided and the w'omen and strik­ 
ers returned to camp. The reason more 
of the women w'ere not arrested was 
that four or Uve deputies were required 
to hold one of them.

‘'Official returns for Ontario and Mani 
toba give for these two provinces an 
aggregate of 51.042,253 bushels. 
If the 
Argentina crop shall escape the ravages 
of locust« It seems likely to turn out 
unusually well, and from January. 189S 
when the bulk of the harvest will be got 
in In Argentina, that country may hav 
more or less wheat to export, as the 
latest mail advices represent the crop 
as being in flnecondition and thew eath 
er highly favorable. 
There are, how 
ever, many chances of serious damage 
during the next three or four months 
The latest accounts from Australia in 
dicate that the drought from which 
th at country has suffered for the last 
two or three seasons has been broken 
.<ind that the wheat crop is giving good 
promise throughout most of the Ausr 
tralian colonies; but the area was nar 
rowed by drought at seeding time, and 
aH stocks must be low it is not likely 
that even with a full yield the crop will 
be one out of w'hich any great amount 
can be spared for exportation. 


•'The present high prices would or­ 
dinarily tend to encourage the sowing 
of an Increased breadth in India, should 
the weather be favorable this fall; but 
any inclination on the part of the poorer 
cultivators to take advantage of such 
favorable conditions will probably be in 
a great measure thwarted by the im­ 
poverished condition in which they have 
been left by the famine in the greater 
part of the wheat growing districts. 
But leaving out of view the fact that 
the burden of supply for Europe will 
fall more largely than usual upon the 
United States it is evident that there 
would. In any case, be a demand for a 
larger surplus than Is to be expected out 
of this year’s crop.
